The entire train was thrown from the 
track. The great speed with which it 
was traveling caused all the cars and 
engine of the train to topple over on 
their sides and slip on with force over 
a. small embankment.

His 
riends and supporters declare that his 
ietractors are prejudiced and it Is .1 
notable .fact that a number o£ per- 
sons who have been in explorations of 
lis rival. Commander Peary, are the 
most persistent In doubting Dr. Cook's 
claims. 
One of Peary's friends, who 


s quite prominent In -polar exploration 
affairs and who is considered per- 
'ectly reliable, even asserts that the 
nstrurr.ents Dr. Cook had with him

Peary for another purpose. 
But the 


friends of Dr. Cook are legion and

"Dr. Cook then briefly described his

years ago, when, under the presidency 
of W. il. Canniff, It began to show 
signs of vigor. _ Its gross annual re- 
ceipts have Increased since that time 
from $6,900.000 to 510,000.000. 
It now 


pays a dividend of 5 per cent, on its 
ilrst and second preferred stock, and 
its common/Block, which was once as 
low as $13'j>er share, has been quoted 
as high as $7G per share. It has been 
estimated that this slock also will be 
a dividend payer In the not far distant 
future.

The 
former represented legally, the syndi-

Strawberry growers find the white 


srubs one of the most persistent ene- 
mies of that line of horticulture. 
How 


to deal with them is one of the most 
perplexing problems the grower is com- 
pelled to solve. 


The man who-for the last quarter of 


i century has taken the most prizes for 
strawberries of line quality at one of 
New England's famous horticultural 
shows has written me a letter in which 
he describes his'methods of handling 
this pest, and I send it along with 
the hope that it may be of assistance 
to others who have been troubled by 
the white grub. This famous grower 
says: 


"The majority of strawberry growers 


have not had the experience that some 
of us older growers have (I have been 
at it for more than half u, century), and 
the first thing they know about the 
white grub is their vision of dying 
plants, which, upon examination, re- 


TO MAKE 
CLOVER CATCH 


Must Prepare Soil Carefully, 


Select Only Very Best Seed 


and Put It In Right. 


It is no wonder there are now many 


poor stands of clover, because the oats 
and clover seeding Is done with a rush, 
and only half done. The oats are sown 
too thick, and the clover is given sec- 
ond consideration. 


Farmers must not expect to succeed 


with clover by any less careful methods 
than those that Insure success in other 
lines of farming, and that tho farmer 
must think more of the clover than ha 
does of tho nurse crop. 


In the exceptionally dry year of 1901, 


when the clover plants on all ordinary 
soil in Wisconsin died, there was a 
fine, thrifty stand upon a strip of virgin 
soil where an 014 rail fence had stood. 


All ,the neighboring ground would 


have grown clover fifty years before 
that time, but the continual cropping 
had exhausted the humus supply from 
the soil, BO that It. did not retain suf- 
ficient moisture for clover growth. 


The trouble to get a stand of clover 


to-day results from farming the lane] 
to death. It is exhausted of its humus 
and hence unable to retain sufficient 
moisture for the young clover plants in 
i dry time.

!ood that it can stand such treatment 
This Is true of the black prairie soil as 
tvell as the others. 


If we have good ground we will have 


moisture, for ground is good in pro 
portion as it is supplied with humus 


. -ind humus is the element that will re 


tain sufficient moisture In a dry time te 
•furnish water for growing plants. 


The ideal seed bed is not newly 


plowed ground, because it is too loose 
It will dry out too readily. It is not a 
good thing to plow the clover groun. 
In the spring: neither is it necessary 
to work it with a disk or cultivator. 


The best seed bed and the one tha 


has given mo splendid results the pas 
fifteen years, is secured by sowing th 
clover seed on corn ground, with oat 
as a nurse crop, using a good grain 
drill for both oats and clover, withou 
any

Much oE the trouble in getting clove 


started; is due to the shade of th 
nurse crop. 
It is a critical time for 


the clover when the nurse crop is re- 
moved, and a good deal of the clover 
dies at this time. It does not die from 
lack of moisture, because it previous- 
ly held its own while the nurse crop 
was taking moisture from the ground. 


What would you think of the farmer 


.who would plant his corn and thon put 
a shade over.it. if It were possible, and 
compel it to grow for three months in 
the shade. Then in the middle of the 
summer, In the hottest weather, re- 
move that shade, and then blame the 
vorn plant because it dies? 


But. this is the very thing that many 


farmers do with their clover. 
They 


prow it in the shade of a nurse crop 
that Is sown too thick, and the result is 
small, tender, spindling plants. 


What the clover needs is" the sun- 


shine every day, from the time that the 
seed Is sown until the nurse crop is re- 
moved. 


The sunshine for thec lover can be 


secured by planting it with an early 
sat-;, like the Early Champion, which 
ripens from ten days to two weeks 
earlier than the late varieties. 


The second help is to make a thin 


seeding of oats, not move than one 
bushel per acre. This may seem a 
very small amount of seed, but 1 have 
found such a, seedlnc n very good one 
for the clover, and also that it produces 
i fair crop of'oats. 


The farmer is very particular to .get 


a. com planter with which he can drop 
exactly a certain number of korn»l!t 
per hill, knowing that too many staiks 
will reduce th<> yield. 


But th?1 fanner lakes no such pains 


with his. oats seeding. 
He URCR an 


«nd-pite se»<5er and usually sows three 
•r tour busheis per acre, getting a 


veal the fact that the grub has eaten 
off the roots of the plants. 


"My method of dealing with them is 


a radical one—some may think an ex- 
pensive one—but it is effective, and 
that is the thing desired. When I find 
the grub is working at the roots of 
my plants I take up each plant with a 
fork, earth and all. turn up its roots 
and pick out all the grubs I can find, 
and before. setting them back I dig 
out' the row where they grew and care- 
fully Inspect every plant, as well as 
the earth in which the plants are grow- 
ing. 


"Before setting the 'affected plants 


back I sprinkle tobacco dust liberally 
in the dirt about the roots of the plant 
and then put into the bottom of the 
row some air-slaked lime. Lot of work? 
ies, but It appears to do the business 
to the queen's taste. 
In addition to 


this I plow between the rows after the 
plants are re-set, run through them 
with a cultivator, picking up all the 
grubs this method has brought to the 
surface."

WITH THE YOUNG PIGS 


The little pigs should be encouraged 


to eat at as early an age as possible. 
The dividing of the farrowing pens so 
that the pigs can have access to a shal- 
low trough away from the sow is of 
great value. Keep everything scrupu- 
lously clean or serious digestive trou- 
bles will likely result 


Feed only in limited quantities and 


allow no old feed to remain In the 
trough from one feeding to the next. 
If the little pigs and the sow are con- 
fined inside all of the time a few sods 
and roots will greatly benefit them if 
given every two or three days. 


Voung pigs fed in this manner will 


not fall away in condition when they 
are separated from their dams. In fact, 
they will practically wean themselves 
by the time they are eight or ten weeks 
of age. 


Abundant exercise and frequent feed- 


ing arc essential to the best growth and 
development of the young pigs. By the 
time they are ready to wean some kind 
of forage crops or pasture should be 
available for them. 


Alfalfa, clovpr. oats, peas, rape and 


rye may be profitably utilized ns pas- 
ture and forage crops for pigs. Land 
that Is utilized for hop pasture will 
gain rapidly In fertility and will be in 
excellent condition to produce large 
crops of roots for winter feeding.

STACKING HAY FOR KEEPS 


The pictures in the article show how 


to stack hay so it will keep better than 
n a barn and be far sweeter even for 
.hroe or four years. 


Grain in the straw mny be stacked 


n the same manner. As long as the 
air gets underneath it will keep all 
right, and by stacking as shown In tho 
sketches of the pictures It .will always 
keep perfectly dry. The thatch or roof 
is much larger than the base and the 
water runs oft like running off a house. 


The pillars can be made of wood or 


stone. They should be eighteen inches 
high, although twelve inches would do. 
Lay the timbers from pillar to pillar 


FATTENED ON ALFALFA AND CORN 


In Nebraska many farmers fatten their hogs entirely on alfalfa, although 


corn is the staple crop of that state. Fed with corn,' alfalfa produces larger 
gains than any other feed. Alfalfa and corn should bo f«d in equal portions and 
this ration beats corn alone. Alfalfa is an excellent maintenance ration and will 
produce excellent pork. Fed In connection with corn It is unexcelled. Tho pigs 
in the picture were fattened at the State Experiment Station on corn and alfalfa 
and made an average gain of 5% Ibs per week.

Where the trees to be set out are 


larger than two or three year old trees 
I Oig a hole four feet wide each way 
and .two feet deep some time during 
the late fall or early winter. 


The top soil Is thrown on one side, 


the subsoil on the other. 


The combined actions of the rain, 


freezing and thawing produce a good 
effect on the soil thrown out and upon 
the sides of the hole. 


The trees to be set are procured 


Curing the fall and are heeled in in a 
protected place and are ready at any 
time they are wanted. A few days of 
sunshine and windy weather In early 
spring puts the mounds of earth beside 
the holes in fine shape to put in around 
the trees. 


The trees may be set out two or 


three weeks before the surrounding soil 
will do to'cultivate. 


First straw manure is tamped six 


inches deep in the bottom of tho holes, 
then about six1 inches of the top soil is 


thrown in, leaving a little mound in the 
cfenter of the hole, upon which the cen- 
ter or tap root should rest. 


The finer or side roots are spread oul 


around the little mound, more of the 
top soil is thrown in and packed tight- 
ly around the roots, filling up all air 
spaces and holding them " in proper 
place. 


Next some rotten straw, not manure 


is thrown in, then the rest of the soil 
is tamped well around the tree. 


I do not use any manure next to the 


roots of trees. 
The manure Is scat- 


tered around the trees, the' rain takes 
the fertility down to the roots, and the 
•solid matter, while rotting, serves as 
mulch. • 


The above method, if closely fol- 


lowed, will take a tree through the first 
summer, which is the most critical part 
of the life of a.tree. 


Get them started right The way is 


easy. A bad start causes much trou- 
ble and delay. 


FEEDING STEERS'LONG'OR'SHORT' 


Experiments to obtain reliable data 


regarding the best method of feed- 
ing steers, considering the length of the 
feeding period, show the following re- 
sults briefly summarized: 


A short feeding period necessitates 


the -purchase of heavy fleshy steers 
which would usually be marketed as 
killers. 


"Short-fed" cattle consume a greater 


proportion of concentrates to roughage 
than "fong-fed" cattle. 
'"Short-fed" cattle made a greater 
daily gain per head than "long-fed" 
cattle. 


In the first test the total amount of 


corn necessary to finish each steer 
was 34 bushels in the ."short-fed" lot 
and 54.6 bushels in the "long-fed" lot; 
in the second test 42.5 bushels in tho 
"short-fed" lot and 61-1 bushels in the 
"long-fed" lot. 


During the period when both lots of 


cattle were in .the feed lot there was a 
greater profit per head from" feeding 
the heavier, fleshier steers.

THE HISTORY OF THE POTATO 


The potato .ranking next to wheat as 


the great food product for the human 
race, an'd being one of the three great 
crops of distinctly American origin, 
has a history worthy of our considera- 
tion. 


In botany it belongs to the family 


solonacae, a family of about 1,600 spe- 
cies, including such well-known plants 
as the tomato, egg plant, peppers, to- 
bacco, capsicum, belladonna and oth- 
ers.

Francis Drake carried this important 
product to England in 1586. By 1771 
only two varieties, one red and one 
white, were mentioned in an important 
work on English gardening. In 1772 
ivhen the grain crops failed in Ger- 
many, the potato became a favorite 
crop. .At a little later date than this it 
had become generally cultivated in Ire-
